TJ IEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Austin Parks and Recreation Board strongly recommend to the 
City Council that the Council instruct the City Manager to find funds, public and/or private, this year to 
improve Morris Williams Golf Course and provide the much needed repairs; and 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City Council instruct the City Manager to work with the Austin 
Parks and Recreation Board and the proper stakeholders in order to detennine which improvements are 
needed and are priorities. 

Board Member Francell moved to approve the resolution. seconded by Board Member 
Bostick. Motion carried 6-0. 

6. Make a recommendation to City Council regarding the Sunshine Camp parkland 
improvement agreement. 

Board Member Francell moved to approve the recommendation, seconded by Board 
Member Bostick. Motion carried 5-0. 

7. Make a recommendation to City Council regarding East Riverside PUD 

Richard Suttle, representing CWS, requested that the Board approve a variance from the 
Waterfront Overlay regarding the secondary setback. He provided a term sheet relating 
to 222 and 300 E. Riverside Drive which reflected compliance with primary and 
secondary setbacks as prescribed by the Waterfront Overlay. The plan calls for the 
dedication of 1.5 acres of additional parkland, extension of the hike and bike trail, the 
bulk of the buildings will conform to the original Waterfront Overlay Ordinance, a 
maximum building height of 96 feet will be used and there is potential for a favorable 
mix of uses. Board Member Francell moved to approve the request, seconded by Board 
Member Bostick. Motion carried 6-0.

The Parks and Recreation Department staff has reviewed plans for the proposed boat dock and 
finds they do not meet the requirements of Article XIII, Section 25-2-1176, (Regulations for the 
Construction of Boat Docks) of the Land Development Code. The proposed two-slip boat dock 
exceeds the number of docks allowed on a single lot as well as exceeding 20% of shoreline 
frontage. 

Approval of the Parks and Recreation Board is required for structures that exceed the number of 
docks allowed on a single lot as well as structures exceeding 20% of shoreline frontage.

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He Remembers Iwo Jima 
February, 1945: TSTA's Robert Bernal was 
there, in the nation's deadliest battle since 
Gettysburg 

Robert Beraal, today 

Quietly and efficiently, he keeps thin¥S working at'ISTA's 
Austin facilities -lighting, heating, swunming pool mainte­
nance, landscaping and more. Troopers and others who 
have come in and out ofTSTA's building have never known 
that Robert Bernal was in the battle of lwo Jima over fifty 
years ago, where 23,000 U.S. Marines were killed or 
wounded, along with nearly 22,000Ja~ese soldiers. For 
a long time, fellow employees at TSTA did not know about 
this. Many Americans do not know about Iwo. 

But Robert remembers. "Like it was yesterday," he says. 

The road to lwo Jima for Robert Bernal started in 1943 
when he volunteered for the U.S. Navy at age 17, having 
gotten written permission from his parents to enlist at that 
age. Leaving his mother, father, sister and six brothers, he 
left Austin for San Diego, California for nine weeks of boot 
camp. With the Japanese war in the Pacific raging, he was 
quickly sent overseas to Maui, Hawaii for another six 
months training. Here, he and hundreds of other young 
sailors trained with a little boat called a Landing Craft Ve­
hicle Personnel (LCVP). 

Here it was san~y beach landing after sandy beach land­
ing in little barge-like, diesel powered craft that could carry 
36 Marines/ soldiers, or tons of cargo such as ammunition, 
food {K-rations or 55-gallon drums of gasoline). They prac­
ticed with both Marine and army assault troops. They lived 
on the water and slept in tents on the beaches. Robert was 
part of a 4-man crew which included a coxswain, a motor 
machinist and two deck hands. As a deck hand in the little 
landing craft, Robert's job was to maintain cables and ropes, 
mim a machine gun and drop the front ramp for the ma­
rines when the little boat beached. The busy days of train-
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ing soon ended for the water-warriors and Robert's group 
boarded a very larR"e cargo ship, the USS jupiter AK-43 
r'A" for assault, "K" for Cargo). 

Loaded for battle with men and supplies, the big ship 
sailed southward across the Pacific, started seaman Rob­
ert Bernal into battle action that was to include five am­
phibious invasions against Japanese- held islands. The 
fighting men were not told wliere they were going. After 
days, the jupiter crossed the equator, then docked at a 
battle-scarred island called Guadalcanal which the marines 
had wrested from the Japanese after six months of fight­
ing. There they picked up lots of marines and continued 
south to the Palau islands, prominent among which was 
Peleliu. There, all the training became reality. 

Robert and his young sailors loaded their little boat with 
fighting marines and delivered boatload after boatload to 
the beach ... his first amphibious assault under fire. They 
escaped hits from shellfrre and lost no marines. Other little 
landmg crafts were not so lucky. At night, Robert's boat 
returned to the jupiter, tied up alongside her. The crew 
slept in their boat- to the rocking of the waves. The night 
meat was Crations. Breakfast was K-rations. After four 
days, with army and marine infantry moving inland, all the 
little LCVP's and crews were hoisted back about the mother 
ship for their next assignment, the invasions of Leyte and 
Luzon in the Philippines. The USS Jupiter rendezvoused 
with a large armada. Aboard the flagship were General 
Douglas McArthur and Admiral Chester Nimitz, Com­
mander of all U.S. forces in the Pacific. It was McArthur's 
promised return to the Philippines, which had been lost to 
the Japanese in the desperate, tragic days of Bataan and 
Corregedore. Robert never saw the two commanders, but 
his little boat hauled lots of soldiers and marine infantry 
ashore. 

Then it was back to the jupiter and hoisted aboard again. 
Next assignment for the AK-43 assault ship: pick up ma­
rines at Guam- another island conquest- and deliver them 
to yet another beachhead. Robert, his buddies and most 
of the marines had never heard the name before:Iwo Jima.

It was a small island, volcanic ash and sand bleak and 
windblown, roughly 5 miles long and 11/2 mil~ wide but 
within 600 air miles ofTokyo. American commanders knew 
they must attack Japan. Iwo Jima bristled with Japanese 
f!repo.wer, fighter Planes and incredible underground for­
tifications .. Bot!t nations realized lwo's military worth. The 
~attle was mevttable. What no one expected was its feroc­
Ity. Planners called for a five day campaign. The battle 
lasted five weeks, and would become the most terrible in 
U.S. Marine Corps history. Seaman Robert Bernal was 
there for the entire period. 

~er five days sailing from Guam, loaded for battle with 
marmes1 water, fuel ammunition and other battle supplies 
they arrwed off the coast of lwo near midnight on Feb. 18: 
The awesome command, away all boats was set for four 
hours.later .. .4 a.m. on February 19. Almost within min­
utes, 1t seemed to Robert, the big guns from the Navy's 
battleships USS Missouri, USS Iowa, and USS New Mexico 
o~ned up on th.e island with everything they had. The 
no1se was deafenmg. Nobody slept, but big breakfasts were 
served to sailors and marines. The marines had sharp­
ened bayonets, checked weapons, ammo and 
'?lnteens ... many times. Robert, his crew mates and their 
httle boat were lowered to the ocean, which had high swells. 
~ope ladders were dropped. Marines made their way down 
m the darkness. 

R?bert and his crew held their boat to the rope ladders 
agamst the bumping of little boat and big ship in angry 
waves: Robert remembers, there was no joking, little con­
versation among marines or sailors. Away from the ship 
Robert's little craft and scores of others headed for a "flag 
boat" anchored 400 yards off the beach, where each LCVP 
wo~ld be t9ld which assault wave they would be in, and on 
wh1ch section of lwo's beach they would land. A gray, wet 
day was breaking. Robert's boat was not in the first ~ave. 

While waiting to go in, he could see the Navy's shell 
~ursts and the forboding 456ft. high Mount Suribachi loom­
mg above the shell burst smoke and fog. He could hear 
Japanese machine gun and rifle fire. Enemy fighter planes 
h~mm.ed off a runway and began strafing little boats and 
big shws. The first "wave" got badly shot up ... by mortar 
and .artillery hits in the water and on the beach. It was a 
tern~le scenario for a 17-year-old youngster from Austin. 
~dmg crafts were blown out of the water, with bodies 
flying. The second wave went in. Some made it to the

beach. Some hit sand bars before reachin~ the beach which 
had deep holes around them. Many marmes drowned. 

Robert's boat was ordered in with the third wave. His 
craft hit a sand bar. With bullets pinging and ~plashing all 
around them, they reversed off and kept moving forward 
with their load of warriors. Japanese machine gunfire 
seemed to be criss-crossing every square foot of the water 
line. Within a short distance of the beach, forward progress 
became impossible ... wrecked landing craft, overturned 
jeeps, burned out tanks, floating bodies and packs of dead 
marines. They couldn't get in. The little boat returned to 
the jupiter. 

Fear did not have its way with Robert, but it did with 
many: young men who were crying and shaking in the 
middle of tlie battle and its carnage. "I did not panic," he 
recalls. ''We had too much going for our side." 

On D-Day plus 3, they made it to the beach, unloading 
their 36 marines. From then on, they made several trips, 
first with more marines, then later with food and battle sup­
plies.

Day after day the battle raged. Day after day Robert 
Bernat and his little crew made runs to the beach, amidst 
shellfire, mortar fire and machinegun fire. Foot by foot 
the marines fought for the little island, sometimes in a driv­
ing rain. Japanese concealment in underground caves and 
bunkers made it tough for marines to be effective with rifle 
fire. They dropped satchel dynamite charges in the caves 
and used flamethrowers. Japanese fighter planes began 
Kamikaze (suicide) dives on U.S. ships and succeeded with 
one. Robert saw the crash and the explosion. Our navy's 
Corsairs and Hellcats continually harassed them, takiDg 
off from U.S. aircraft carriers. 

At night, when Robert's little boat tied onto the USS Ju­
Piter as scores of other landing craft hovered near their 
mother ships, a companjon LCVP maintained a watchful 
patrol around the little clusters. Reason: daring Japanese 
soldiers, clinging to a wooden board or other debris, would 
swim out and try to toss hand boats. They 
succeeded elsewhere, but not in During 
these tense nights, Robert manned his machine gun.

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Also on D-Day plus 3, heading shoreward with another 
load of marines, Robert saw something he has remembered 
vividly for 51 years. With the battle raging furiously all 
over the island, a few marines reached the crest of Mt. 
Suribachi. One had an American flag in his pack. Another 
found a 7-ft. pipe. The flag went up. It was easily visible on 
the beaches below and a few hundred yards offshore. 
There, Robert saw it, along with thousands of marines, 
seabees, sailors, corpsmen and the wounded; Cheers went 
up. Ships' horns blew. Robert, his crew and its marines 
yelled. 

Many wept. 

"It was a powerful, special moment," says Robert. 

Soon a marine captain below sent up a larger flag. Six 
marines affixed it to a taller pipe. As they struggled to 
wedge its base into craggy rocks, the flag raising scene 
now recognized around the world was captured on film by 
two marine cameramen. 

As enemy fire slowly diminished, Robert's little LCVP 
was still making ship to shore runs. And they made more 
and more trips carrying the wounded to hospital barges. 
Were they worn out from battle fatigue? ''Yes, but we were 
O.K. We got wet, but not hungry. We had plenty of C 
rations: spam, eggs, beans, candy bars and cigarettes." 

On the 23rd day, Admiral Nimitz declared victory and 
possession of Iwo Jima by U. S. forces. It was premature. 
The Japanese did one more counterattack. with deadly r~ 
suits. I twas the costliest American battle since Gettysburg. 
On the 32nd day, Robert, his little crew and little boat were 
hoisted back aboard the USS jupiter, ''The hot chow and 
hot showers were the best I ever had," recalls Robert. 

Before leaving Iwo Jima, Admiral Chester Nimitz said, 
"Uncommon valor was a common virtue on lwo Jima." 

Five months later, Japan surrendered. During that p~ 
riod, 2,251 U. S. heavy bombers used Iwo's hard won air 
strip on air raids to Japan. 

Robert was asked what he thought, after 51 years, about 
the battle, and his part in it. He paused a long time before 
answering, and seemed to choke up a little. "Many people 
don't understand that sometimes you have to fight for free­
dom. I would fight again, if necessary. And if some don't 
like America, with all its freedoms, they should move to 
another country. And there is nothing more beautiful to 
me than seeing the American flag flying high. I look at the

He's proud also to serve, in his own way, the DPS officers 
of Texas in his TSTAjob. And TSTA is proud of Robert

The Korean War may have been forgotten by the American public but it has not been 
forgotten by the men and women who served there and certainly not by the families and 
loved ones ofthosc killed in action in that conflict.
